comprising a package auction, said later phase comprising: c 1) receiving bids at the 
first computer from at least one bidder using the at least one other computer, said bids 
including at least an indicator of a package of items and an associated price for the 
package; and c2) determining an allocation of at least one of the items to one of the 
bidders based on received bids
